HAKVAKI) BROKE AGREEMENT. 


Yale Management Today Places Blame 


for No Game on Harvard. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 15.—The foot- 


ball management of Yale college made 
public today the entire official correspond- 
ence between the Yale and Harvard man- 
agement in regard to the annual game 
between the two colleges. 


The Yale management in its statement 


today puts all the fault ot there being no 
game this fall on to the Harvard people. 
There were three distinct conferences be- 
tween the Yale and Harvard representa- 
tives. Three times an agreement was 
reached to play a game this fall. 


All of these agreements according to 


to the Yale management were arbitrarily 
and unreasonably revoked by Prof. Ames, 
the chairman of the Harvard athletic 
committee. 


Now Harvard is to be heard from as to 


what these reasons were. The Yale man- 
agement s«eins to think the agreements 
were broken in an unsportsmanlike man- 
ner. 


Prof. Ames was given the terms of 


Captain Brewer and Thome's final atr 
tempt to arrange a game and he was asked 
to be allowed to consider the matter. He 
retained them until a week ago, accord- 
ing to the statements of the Yale man- 
agement, then 
refused to allow the 


compromise.

Harvard alumni in New York were mak- 
ing in the interest of a game between the 
two colleges, he sent a telegram to the 
Harvard men in New York declaring he 
resented any interference by Harvard 
graduates and that an agreement, if made, 
would not be ratified. 


Yale's feelings are very strong against 


Harvard and especially against Prof. 
Ames.

The Democratic county convention was 


held at Pittsfleld today. H. H. Schafi' was 
chosen chairman and Albert Hawkins of 
this town secretary. The committee on 
credentials reported seventy-three dele- 
gates present. An informal ballot gave 
John Crosby for sheriff sixty-one votes 
and Charles T. Plunkctt eleven. 


W. II. Chase, editor of tl>e Berkshire 


Sunday Democrat, was named for Bounty 
commissioner, but withdrew. D. J. Ney- 
land of Williamstown was named in his 
stead. F. S. Ay mar of Stockbridge was 
made candidate for special commissioner 
and John H. Mack of this town waa 
named for register of probate. 


There ia some consolation in the result 


of the convention for Northern Berkshire 
men who have listened with much well 
grounded impatience to the mugwump 
talk from the north of the county about 
dissensions in the Republican ranks. How 
about those eleven votes that were thrown 
against Crosby? They are betting up

The Democratic senatorial convention 


held at Pittsfleld today also was called 
late. C. T. Ralston of this town was 
made chairman and J. W. Lewis of Pitts- 
fleld was chosen secretary. The conven- 
vention adjourned for dinner at 2.15 
o'clock. The northern Berkshire delega- 
tion is a unit for endorsing Dr. John Bas- 
com, Prohibitionist, of Williams college 
as candidate for senator.

How to (Jet 1£U1 of Cork Fragment*. 
Corks iu all bottles are often bad, and 


iu drawing them they will crumble. If 
the ale is poured directly under these 
circumstances, bits of cork will appear 
iu some of tho glastes. These bits of 
cork are easily got rid of. Hold tho bot- 
tle upright and tap its side sharply. All 
tho bits of cork will rise into tho neek 
of the bottle, and presently the aloiwill 
begin to send out a bead of foam. On 
tqp of this the cork crumbs will rise. 
Blow off tho head of the foam, and all 
the bits of cork will be gone. Then you 
san decant the alo and have it clear and 
ready to drink. 


Hoir to Blake Roily. Poly Paddinff. 


Prepare a light cream paste, roll a 


quarter of an inch thick; cover with 
sweet currants, or dried cherries, or 
sliced figs. Roll and pinch the ends to 
'geonre the fruit. Put on pie pan, set in 
steamer with bits of wood underneath 
to allow tho passage of the steam. 
Steam constantly for two hours. Sauce 
nf cream or fruit juice. 


How to Caro For a Lamp. 


Oil in a lamp should not be allowed 


to get down to less than one-half the 
depth of the reservoir The wick should 
bo &oft and completely fill the space for 
it,but \7itho-at crowding. A lamp should 
bo neither pticldealy cooled nor exposed 
to thedralt. In extinguishing tho flame 
tho wick should first bo turned far down 


I and then a tJiarp, quick peg blown 


j across and not straight down upon thn

fiame.

A FINANCIAL BUBBLE. 


There is coming an explosion one of 


these days in the English financial world 
that will cause suffering and distress the 
world over, and all beca.se of wild specu- 
lation in a glittering financial bubble of 
South Africa. It conies of a maddened 
gold fever brought on by the discovery of 
extensive mines at the end of the dark 
continent. 
When the crash comes it 


promises to be the culmination of the 
speculation spirit of the age. 


It is the Kaffir stocks and tbe Kaffir ex- 


citement that is on, creating havoc and 
breaking down all calculations in the 
world's stock markets. It began with a 
few remarkable successes in &outh Africa 
in gold discoveries which led to the crea- 
tion of "syndicates" without end, and to 
the formation of companies for explora- 
tion and for dealing in the new issues of 
stocks and for the boldest banking under- 
takings. In respect to basis, many of the 
schemes have really none except that of 
air; whilst most of those that have actual 
property have very questionable depos- 
its of the precious metal, and all are cap- 
italized immensely in excess of their 
actual merits. 
But, so far as respects 


the companies which give more or less 
publicity to their affairs, there are some 
25 which have been paying dividends, 
with some regularity, averaging about 20 
per cent and ranging in some cases as high 
as 65, 75, 90 and even 100 per cent. 
These 


may be regarded as bona flde enterprises. 
The legal capitalization of these 25 com- 
panies is about ?32,500,000: while their 
present market price represents £192,500,- 
000, the dividends averaging about 9 per 
cent on the current price. Besides these, 
there are 133 companies reporting on the 
London market which are paying no div- 
idends and pass muster on reiterated 
promises that are never fulfilled. 
These 


non-dividend paying mines liave an ag- 
gregate capital oi f 139,000,000. 
There 


market valuation last month was $565,030,- 
000, or exactly four times the par value of 
the shares. Besides the 158 mining com- 
panies above referred to, there are 31 
other various organizations, which are 
concerned in land, banking, estates, pro- 
moting, exploration, etc. These concerns 
have a total capital of $79,000,000, consist 
ing principally of £1 shares; and, in this 
case again, the market value is eiactly 
four times the par capitali/ation, being 
$315,000,000. Excluding from the reckon- 
ing the 25 dividend-paying mining stocks, 
we have here, first, a total of 161 enter- 
prises, representing either no value or 
very uncertain value, capitalized at $218(- 
000,000; and, second, this comparatively 
worthless scrip worked up to a fictitious 
market valuation of $880,000 000, France 
has also its schemes of like quality and 
eimilaily inflated, but we have no means 
of knowing their exact extent. 


THE NEW WOMAN. 


To the average person th« words, "new 


woman," have a tired and distressing 
sound. Every sensible person is aware 
that there is no "new woman." There is 
woman dressed differently than in the old 
days, and there is woman a little crankier 
and more whimsical than in days gone by, 
but after all she is the same, same woman, 
With all her laults and all her good points 
Btill,and the "new woman1' is a myth. 


But the "new woman" has her uses. 


She has already served a useful purpose, 
as an exchange suggests, in supplanting 
older and healthier jokes that had seemed 
to be fastened on the world for all time. 
Here is her mission indeed. Hers is the 
mission on earth of old joku destroyer. 


The New Woman has not only furnished 


the humorist with excellent fresh material, 
but, which is more important still, she 
has displaced a great deal of old material. 
Single-handed she has met and overcome 
some of the mustiest jokes i a our language. 
The ice cream joke has melted before her 
eye; the bathing suit joke has been dis- 
placed by the bloomer jokes. Mounted 
on her whirling wheel she has distanced 
all competitors. The summer-girl has

What 
will be her effect on the ancient jest of 
one chair for two ? Are we indeed to be 
delivered this winter from allusions to the 
man who lets his wife make the fire? If 
these are the results of her coming, who 
shall say she has not blessed the world? 


ITALIAN REPUBLICAN CLUB. 


The Italians of North Adams have set 


about in earnest to acquire some political 
influence. They are waking to the fact 
that to neglect the right ot suffrage is to 
lose the opportunity of being a recognized 
force in their community. 


Last Sunday about fifty of the Italian 


residents of this town met and perfected 
the organization of a Republican club. 
They propose to affiliate with the Repub- 
lican party because they believe that it is 
the progressive party and the party of 
freedom. The Italian mind recalls that 
the Republican party has done more for 
the oppressed than any political force 
that ever came into existence. And this 
fact has lodged for all time in the Italian 
mind which recalls the liberator Garibaldi 
and his noble following. 


The Italian club here proposes to in- 


crease its voting population. 
It now has 


some forty votes, and next year with ma- 
turing naturalization papers will have a 
hundred or more. It proposes to incul- 
cate the American spirit in its members 
and teach the value of citizenship. 
The 


laudable purpose has a staunch friend in 
the Italian paper published here, L'Avve- 
nire. This, in fact, is its mission.

r>o Massachusetts women really desire 


suffrage? They are certainly not united 
upon the question. 
In Pittsfield Miss 


Anna Laurens Dawes is a member of 
the executive committee of "The Massa- 
chusetts Association Opposed to the Ex- 
tension of Suffrage to Women." The or- 
ganization has a long and formidable 
title, but it means business and is fighting 
the suffrage sentiment without gloves. 
Miss Dawes is heartily in sympathy with 
its purpose and as she is the moving spirit 
in Pittsfield's leading feminine organiza- 
tion, it is pretty safe to say that the Wed- 
nesday Morning club of that place will do 
what it can to aid the "M.A.O.E.S.W." 
The leading society women of Boston are 
upon the association's executive committe, 
and whether a majority of Massachusetts 
women desire the rignt to vote or not is a 
question. 


It is not an inconsiderable matter for 


this town's good to gain so great a travel 
ing advantage as that of having the most 
modern car service furnished it in con- 
nection with the trip to and from New 
York city. Ability to reach a place by di- 
rect and comfortable traveling facilities 
is today a great factor in the prosperity 
and growth of a place. And the daily 
parlor car service secured between North 
Adams and New York the year round 
over the Harlem division of the Boston 
and Albany is a more important matter 
to this town than might appear at first 
glance. It means that North Adams is 
closer to New York people and New York 
business. This advantage to this town is 
due to having friends of North Adams and 
Berkshire on the board of directors of the 
Boston and Albany road.

THR EDITOR'S SHEARS. 


WHAT THE 
TOWN OWES THE 


COUNTRY. 


If a Sundav saloon is good for New 
York ib is good for all the other towns of 
the state. What right has any one to dis- 
criminate in favor of the great ric'i city 
and against the t>oor little town ? There 
has been much tilly talk about the neces- 
sity of the city's cutting loose from the 
country. The country could do without 
New York as easily as New York could 
do without it. Meat and bread and milk 
and vegetables and fruit's are drawn from 
the country. The stores of the city could 
not keep open long without customers 
from the country. New York is engaged 
in sneers at the "hayseeds." Washing- 
ton and Lincoln were farmers; Grant was 
the son of a rural tatincr; they were "hav- 
seeds." General Harrison was born in 
the country and Grover Cleveland was 
tbo son of a village pastor. A majority of 
the leading financiers, business men, pro- 
fessional men of New York city, are from 
the country. Some of the editors who 
write such caustic articles about the "hay- 
seed" legislature learned all they knew on 
a country newspaper. A poll of New York 
city would show that half, if not two- 
thirds of the inhabitants are trom small 
cities, towns, villages and farms. There 
is perhaps not a great city in the civilized 
world that could live for two generations 
without population from the country to 
replenish and enrich it. It is more than 
likely that a majority of our foreign popu- 
lation who scout the idea of "hayseed" 
representatives being able to legislate for 
a cosmopolitan city are themselves from 
rural districts in their fatherlands, some 
of them from regions where they eat black 
bread all the year, and count it a luxury 
to have white bread and molasses at Christ- 
mas time. In native ability, in education, 
in enterprise and in moral force the man 
of the country is a match for the man of 
the metropolis.—Rev. F.C. Iglehart, D.D.

Man Suffrage association lias opened head- 
quarters at 7A Park street, this city, and 
are preparing to make an active cam- 
paign. They issued the following circu- 
lar, signed liy 1(K1 prominent, men of the 
state: 
To tho Poople of Mnsmohnsetts: 


A law wns pa«-il by tho l»"t legMnT,!in> pro- 


viding that, all persons qualified to vote Cor 
sohool cmnmlttrw lit the approaching stato 
elfntion. whether male or female, shall have 
an opportunity at th»t election to express 
their opinion dither in the affirmative or nega- 
tive on the question: 


"Is it expediont that municipal gufTruge be 


jjninttid to wotn'en?" 


The question is of grave ami far-reanhlnK 


importune**. 
As II.IM been declared hy the supreme conrt 


of the United fStwtus, no man or woman has a 
natural or inherent, right to vote. The qutts- 
tiou must be decided by considering what the 
welfare of tin; public »s 11 whole dema ' • 
Thi- preamble to the onnstltnfilnn of Masaai u- 
setts contains the following imprussive state- 
ment: 
"Tho whole people covenants with 


each citizen, and each citizen with tho whole 
people, that, all shall he governed by certain 
laws for the common good.'1 


The luwsof nattfrn plainly call for a division 


of labor and responsibility between the mx«i. 
KqnulU,y dnrn nrit require nsfrnilurity uf (unc- 
tion. 
To create conditions which sugge** that the 


power to make the laws may be in a body dif- 
fcienfc fro:n that which hns the power to en- 
force tlie laws IH objec'r,ion:ablo. To more than 
doublet the totjtl number of voters is, m itself, 
no iidvantHtre. 


Women, as compared with men, Imva but 


little experience In private or trust or corpo- 
rate business affairs. This is not due to our 
lawM, but to other causes. Our city and town 
governments lire great, public business cor- 
porations So long as thn relative inexperience 
of women in business affairs continues, it is 
not, to bo expected that, the comblnpd vote of 
innn und women will give as j*ood results as 
the vote of Hinn »ton*'; and we submit, there- 
fore, that the rights unrl property of our citi- 
zens, fcrnulo us well as mule, are now better 
protected ami nmre intelligently cared for 
th:m they would be if tbenuiss of voters should 
lie dculjk'd by establishing woman suffrage. 


We submit that worn.in suffrage will not 


promote the happiness or physical welfare of 
woman, and that it will not tend to her social 
or moral elevation, and that it will not prove 
a benefit, butrather an injury to the family, 
which is this basis tif growth and prosperity of 
the state 


For tbe welfare of the community as a whole, 


WB urge those who vote, whether men or 
women, to vole "No." We do not/eel justified 
in urging women to ropist.er simply for the 
purpose of voting on this question. Tlie nn- 
withngm'S-i of women to assume the duties of 
voters is so widespread and so w«ll recognized, 
and has been so plainly indicated by the small- 
ness of their registration to vole for members 
of the school committee, that the fact (hat a 
woman fails to register and vote cannot, "bo 
jusrly construed, and will not be construed, 
either by the public or by our legislators, as 
an assent to or approval of tlie scheme of 
xvonmn suffrage.

Save much trouble nud got more light 


oat of lamps by faking care of lamp 
wicks. The vflrat object to be attained 
toward getting a well lighted lamp is 
to get a free flow of oil. The wick 
should be hold by fhe fire and thorough- 
ly dried before using. By (hismeans it 
will quickly absorb Ilia oil, and (he 
flow is not impeded. Another way is to 
soak the wick in vinegar mid then dry 
it rhoronghly. This prevents smoking. 
Oil will not flow through a dirty wick, 
and without n good flow there is little 
light. Foul wicks should bo washed or 
boiled in soft water and soap, (hen 
rinsed and well dried.

F. Avory, a wool merchant, and he was 
looked upon as a thoroughly trustworthy 
and capable prison. 


Mr. Avery misled certain quantities of

QUEEN OF KOREA AND HER SLAVE. 


The latest dispatch to .Minister Knrlno 


states that a force ot Russian marines, 10 j 
lu mimlii'r, has been landed. Thus far 
they have confined themselves to guarding 
the Russian legation at Seoul. 
United 


States marines were landed from the 
Yorktonrn to the i«imber of lli. It is be- 
lieved also that British marines have been 
landed. Besides these, the Japanese have 
a considerable force of soldiers at Seoul 
who have been preserving order.

communicate the substance of dispatches 
received from General Muira, the Japan- 
ese envoy at Seoul. They arc dated from

Woll.Drilled and Officernd. 


When the queen showed lier disfavor to- 


ward these new troops, they appealed to 
Tai Won' Kiln, a powerful chief who 
has long been at enmity with the queen. 
Ho accepted the leadership of the new 
troops,'and at the head of one battalion 
entered thc queen's palace. The native 
soldiers fled from the palace. 


The Tokio dispatches do not state spe- 


cifically what became of the queen, further 
than that she has disappeared and cannot 
be located. The officials are inclined to 
believe, however, that the unofficial re- 
ports of the queen's death are true. The 
Japanese government, the dispatches fur- 
ther state, has acted quickly on the re- 
ports, and has appointed a commission to 
inquire into the facts. 


In thc meantime, it is emphatically de- 


nied that the queen's death, if it 1ms oc- j 
curred, was due to the Japanese. One re- i 
port is that a Japanese soshi killed the j 
queen. This is not yet confirmed in the 
dispatches received here. The officials say 
that the soshi are an irresponsible and law- 
less class, and that their acts cannot be 
laid to the Japanese people or government. 


General Maria's reports also cover the 


work of Japanese troops In preserving or- 
der. These troops are stationed opposite 
the palace, having secured this point of 
vantage some time since through the Ko- 
rean government. 


They Took No Part 


in the attack on thc palace, but after it had 
occurred, when the native troops were 
fleeing and the new battalions were en- 
forcing their success in capturing the 
palace, thc Japanese troops aided in pre- 
venting bloodshed and disorder. 
It is 


probable that some deaths occurred during 
the melee. Following this came the land- 
ing of tho United States and Kussiau 
marines, and, as is believed, the landing 
of the British. 


Tho latest indications are that Tai 


Won Kun and the king are in control of 
affairs at the Korean capital. The king 
has been the nominal ruler, but the queen 
has heretofore been recognized as the real 
ruler. The influence of the king and Tai 
Won Kuu is distinctly favorable to the 
Japanese. 


At the Korean legation no word h:is 


been received 1'i'om the disturbed capital. 
The officials are much exercised and do 
not doubt that the queen has met her 
death, although they are uot ready to 
abandon hope. 
In case official confirma- 


tion is received, there will be, such formal 
ceremony as is usual on the death of a 
sovereign. 
The legation will go into 


mourning, but there is not likely to be a 
funeral service, although this has been 
considered us a further mark of respect. 


Viceroy Comes la Terms. 


Koo-UHOO, Oct. 15.—As a result ot the 


British consul's interview with him, the 
viceroy has agreed to execute IS more ac- 
cused of murdering missionaries immedi- 
ately. The consuls and the taotai (magis- 
trate) are empowered to pass sentence 
fiuroafter without reference to the viceroy. 
Tlie concessions are due to the presence 
here of live British men-of-war.

CLARK IS DETERMINED. 


May Call on Military to Prevent a Mill al Hot 


Springs. 


LITTLE ROCK, Oct. 15.—Governor Clark 


yesterday furnished fresh evidence of his 
determination to prevent the Corbett- 
Fiusimmous fight in Arkansas. A tele- 
gram was sent by the governor to Brig- 
adier General Taylor of the Arkansas 
State Guard, summoning him to a confer- 
ence at once.

A vigorous determination to prevent the

Doesn't Want Ihe World to Think That He Acts 


Under Pressure. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. IB.—The sultac 


accepts the reduced scheme of reforms in 
principle, but declines to promulgate it 
forthwith, because such acceptance would 
look like acting under pressure. If he 
persists in this policy, the storm will cer- 
tainly gather again and will break with 
renewed violence.

gas or other explosive is at once my motor 
and my ammunition. It is only a ques- 
tion of machinery, but tho trouble is with 
the supplies To tako my weapon into 
action I want an immense quantity of 
ammunition, and that is why I need a 
steamer or a train to carry all at once."
